Ths 
president has become a real fighter, 
and in his criwade for the adoption 
of the peace treaty with the league 
of nations Included, the only pre­ 
ventive, he asserts, of an early and 
more terrible w ar that the world has 
ever known, he baa been delivering 
the strongest speeches of his career, 
putting lato them his m ost powerful 
words 
and 
gestures, 
and, 
Indeed, 
throwing into them a personality more 
virile than even his friend* believed 
he possessed. And this has won more 
friend# for him and the league, even 
among his political opponents. 
A Republican crowd of 1,500 Bk 81. 
Louis Friday rose and cheered for 
more than a m inute when Mr. Wil«< 
«on designated as “quitters” these ene- 
mte» of the league who have been 
holding up its adoption. 
A mixed assem blage of m ore than 
12,000 in Indianapolis on the preced 
Ing night roare< 
approval when the 
president, referring to these same 
obstructionists of the league, defied 
them to “put up or shut up." 
The president challenged them to 
produce som ething a* good or better, 
if they did not w ant to accept this 
plan of preventing future wars.

He recalled the pledges th at all Amer 
ica made, that we should have a share 
In this great pact. Then, referring to 
those who now oppose the league, he 
said: "They are absolute, contem pti­ 
ble quitters If they don’t see the game 
through.” 
America will be despised, 
suspected and distrusted unless' shs 
goes forward w ith her bargain, the pres 
dent added in the St. Louts speech. 
To all of the objections to tt^e league 
Mr. Wilson offered explanations that 
natisfied his audience.

cussed article ten did not mean, he 
said, th at Americans would ever have 
to send troops across the «ess to fight 
other nations’ battles. 
Indeed, with 
a league, there would be no m ors h»t» 
ties, he explained, at least the pos­ 
sibility was very remote.
